Three Pictures, Nos. 181 and 182, by Bellotto, and No. 473, by M. Marieschi* 
were lent to the Exhibition of Venetian Art at the Burlington Fine Arts Club, and 
were safely returned. 

The Portrait of the Conde de Tajo, by Goya, was lent to the Exhibition of Old 
Masters in the Grafton Gallery, London, and safely returned. 

A number of Pictures and Drawings, chiefly works not on exhibition in the 
Gallery, were lent to the Commissioners of the Board of Works for the decoration 
of Their Majesties’ suite of rooms during their visit in July. 

During the year the Earl of Mayo, K.P.; Lieut.-Colonel Hutcheson Poe, C.B.; 
Right Hon. L. A. Waldron; Sir Thornley Stoker, Bart., and R. S. Longworth Dames, 
Esq., were re-appointed by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant as Governors and 
Guardians on the expiration of their term of five years; and Lieut.-Colonel Hopton 
Scott was appointed to fill the vacancy caused by Dr. Mahaffy having become a 
Governor ex-officio. 

During the year tickets of admission to copy in the Gallery were issued to 20 
persons — 18 ladies and 2 gentlemen. The total number of attendances by artists 
and students was 511.

DESCRIPTION OF PICTURES ACQUIRED DURING THE YEAR. 

1. Mariotto Albertinelli (1474-1515). Italian School. 

The Virgin seated in an arched niche, with the Child in her lap ; St. John the 
Baptist, St. Jerome and four other saints standing or kneeling on each side. 
Panel, 11§ by 8$ inches.

2. Johan Van Rossom (17th century). Dutch School. 

Portrait of Adriaen Van Ostade, the painter : three-quarter length seated, his left 
arm on a table on which is a bust of the Emperor Hadrian. He wears a black 
cloak with deep, falling, white collar, and a broad-brimmed hat.

3. William Hogarth (1697-1764). British School. 

The Denunciation ; also called A Woman swearing a Child to a grave Citizen.

4. Dirk Valkenburg (1675-1725). Dutch School. 

An assemblage of poultry, ducks and other birds; a gaily-plumaged cock con- 
spicuously in the centre of the picture.

5. Spanish School (17th century).

In background 
is a boy carrying a bundle of faggots.
